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Allied ambushes in Lebanon students strike, 
Mekong, Saigon area demand war mobilization 
halt enemy threats 


SAIGON (U P I)—Allied troops ambush­ 
ed and killed 45 Viet Cong in operations 
in the canals and swamps of the Mekong 
Delta and U.S. troops killed 46 more 
Communists in a drive to disrupt a 
threat against Saigon, military spokes­ 
men said today. 
U. S. infantrymen, navy patrol boats 
and 
rocket - firing helicopters teamed 
Friday to corner and kill 22 Viet Cong 
60 miles southwest of Saigon and a 
South Vietnamese battalion today killed 
23 guerrillas in a 30-minute fight in a 
canal 63 miles southwest of Saigon. 
The operations near Saigon were part 
of a weeks-long drive to clear the capi­ 
tal area of Communists to prevent them 
massing for a new drive on the city as 
the government has predicted frequent­ 
ly. 


The Viet Cong killed three Americans 
and wounded 25 in another engagement 
near Saigon. U. S. ships blasted North 
Vietnamese positions 
in the Demili­ 
tarized Zone (DMZ) and the Communists 
in the border strip fired at U. S. spotter 
planes. 
The U. S. command said it brought to 
50 the number of “ significant enemy- 
initiated” incidents in the DMZ since 
President Johnson's Nov. 1 bombing 
halt. 
One of the conditions of the halt was 
a cessation of Communist violations of 
the zone separating the two Vietnams. 
The first of the two Delta battles broke 
out Friday when U.S. 9th Infantry Divi­ 
sion troops spotted 30 Viet Cong in 
swamps near Sa Dec, 60 miles south­ 
west of Saigon, military spokesmen said. 
They called in help from 10 Navy pa­ 
trol boats and U.S. Cobra helicopter 
gunships which opened fire with rockets 
and machineguns from two sides while 
the infantrymen hemmed in the Reds 
on the other side. 
Caught in the crossfire, the Viet Cong 
fought until near dusk. Only eight man­ 
aged to escape. 
The Communists caught a U.S. Army 
1st Infantry Division unit in intensive 
automatic weapons fire 46 miles north 


of Saigon, killing three U.S. GIs and 
wounding 25, military spokesmen said. 
Helicopter gunships and army artil­ 
lery finally drove off the attacking Com­ 
munists an hour after the fighting broke 
out near An Loc. The 1st Infantry Divi­ 
sion unit lost three dead and 25 wound­ 
ed. The Communists apparently suffer­ 
ed no casualties, military spokesmen 
said. 
South Vietnamese troops found anoth­ 
er large weapons storehouse in the Me­ 
kong Delta 140 miles southwest of Sai­ 
gon Friday. Three other arms store­ 
houses within 32 miles of Saigon yield­ 
ed hundreds of grenades, weapons, mor­ 
tar rounds and fuses and primers. 
In the Mekong Delta, U.S. B52bombers 
killed 35 Reds in the heaviest raids of 
the New Year. 
The U.S. Command said ships in the 
South China Sea bombarded a suspected 
Communist position four miles north of 
Gio 
Linh and 
100 yards 
south of 
the Ben Hai River separating the two 
Vietnams, destroying two bunkers. The 
river divides the six-mile-wide DMZ. 
Red antiaircraft fired on two U.S. re­ 
connaissance planes from positions just 
south of the Hai Riber, slightly dam­ 
aging one aircraft. 
One of the conditions under which 
President Johnson ordered a bombing 
halt Nov. 1 was that the Communists 
cease violating the DMZ. 
Far to the south, U.S. infantrymen in­ 
tercepted two Communist units Friday 
while sweeping through provinces bor­ 
dering Saigon and suffered four wounded 
while killing 39 Reds. 
U.S. Infantry Division troops killed 
22 of the Communists in a five-hour bat­ 
tle 60 miles southwest of Saigon. Sev­ 
enteen other Reds were killed by rocket- 
firing U.S. helicopters 77 miles north­ 
east of Saigon. 
In the Mekong Delta southwest of Sai­ 
gon, U.S. B52s flew 10 strikes over 
Thursday and Friday, U.S. spokesmen 
said. They killed 35 Reds in blasting 
one Viet Cong fortification complex 75 
miles southwest of Saigon, blowing up 
190 bunkers and 179fortified structures. 
Major violence erupts 


in Northern Ireland

LONDONDERRY, 
Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — Major violence erupted today 
when thousands of scream big Roman 
Catholic civil rights demonstrators and 
militant protestants clashed on the out­ 
skirts of Londonderry. 
At least 15 men and seven women were 
injured and carried away in the first 
few minutes of the encounters. 
The new casualties brought the total 
to 71 injured as a result of demonstra­ 
tions centering on the four-day march 
by mainly Rom an Catholic demonstrators 
to emphasize alleged 
discrimination 
against Catholics in Northern Ireland. 
Hundreds of riot police wearing steel 
helmets and carrying sheilds and batons 
charged both factions in a vain effort 
to separate them. 
But the crowd estimated at between 3,- 
000 and 4,000 roamed the streets in a run­ 
ning brawl. 
The two factions clashed when the bat­ 
tered and bleeding student demonstrators 
arrived at Londonderry at the end of 
their violence filled four-day protest 
trek from Belfast.

ambulance. Others wore makeshift band­ 
ages around their heads from injuries 
received in an earlier attack just sev­ 
en miles from the city. In that clash 
20 students were injured. 
As the students drew near the out­ 
skirts of the city, protestant militants 
gathered at a housing project and hoist­ 
ed the Union Jack. 
Meanwhile, at least 2,000 sympathiz­ 
ers had swarmed out to meet the march­ 
ers and give them a triumphant recep­ 
tion. 
The students found themselves the 
center of a violent roaring mob that 
swept over them, knocking many to the 
ground. 
Armed with sticks, iron bars, wooden 
oars and broken jagged bottles, the two 
factions fought each other while police 
clubbed both sides indiscriminately. 
Police succeeded in breaking up that 
clash but the two factions swept on into 
the city punching and gouging each other 
as they went.

Lebanon’s 15,000 university students 
staged their first joint strike today, de­ 
manding mobilization for war and a 
toughter line against Israel. 
They also vowed no return to classes 
until punishment is meted Out to persons 
responsible for allowing Israel’s com­ 
mando raid against Beirut Airport a week 
ago. 
The students issued communiques de­ 
manding compulsory military training, 
freeing detained Arab commandos, put­ 
ting the national economy on a war foot­ 
ing, turning villages on the Israeli fron­ 
tier into armed camps and encourage­ 
ment of Arab guerrilla action against 
the Jewish state. They also demanded 
establishment of a popular militia. 
The student action dramatized feeling 
in Lebanon which, until the Israeli com­ 
mandos destroyed 13 airliners Satur­ 
day in reprisal for an Arab terror attack 
upon an El A1 jet in Athens, had been 
considered the least bellicose of Is­ 
rael’s Arab neighbors. 
In Jordan, where King Hussein long has 
taken a stronger vocal line against Is­ 
rael, the government today hanged two 
men as spies. Jordanian officials said 
Zahran Youssef Ismail Kharroub, 
49, 
and Zubei Abdul Hafiz Abdullash Khar­ 
roub, 39, were executed in Amman’s cen­ 
tral prison after admitting being paid 
spies for Israel since 1964. 
Also in Amman, a military spokesman 
said Jordanian and Israeli troops fought 
a 45-minute heavy artillery and mortar 
duel Friday night in the area oftheDam- 
ya Bridge along their Jordan River 
ceasefire line. The spokesman said there 
were no Jordanian casualties. He said 
fire was seen in some Israeli gun posi­ 
tions. 
In Jerusalem, a military spokesman 
said today there had been no incidents 
“ on all ceasefire lines during the past 
24 hours.” 
In Lebanon, tHl students struck the 
American, the Lebanese, the Arab and 
St. Joseph’s universities plus the small­ 
er Makassed and Kaslick colleges. 
At Lebanese University, students an­ 
nounced plans for possible anti-Israeli 
demonstrations with workers. Lebanon’s 
government Wednesday had banned such 
demonstrations, saying it would draw 
attention from what it said was an Is­ 
raeli troop buildup along the Lebanese 
frontier. 
At the universities, the students mill­ 
ed around on campus, chatting but not 
attending lectures. 
A semiofficial Egyptian newspaper 
said the United Nations is reviving its 
peace hunt in the Middle East. 
In Cairo, the newspaper A1 Ahram 
said Gunnar Jarring, the Swedish diplo­ 
mat who serves as U.N. peace finder 
in the area, was returning shortly to his 
Middle East headquarters in Nicosia, Cy­ 
prus, after a month’s absence. 
In Jarring’s absence Arab terror and 
commando strikes against Israel and the 
Jewish state's raid against Beirut Air­ 
port have helped inflame the Middle East 
atmosphere to the point where 
U.S. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk issued a 
warning Friday. He said if Israel-Arab 
relations plunge further into violence the 
results "would be catastrophic for all 
the peoples of that area.”

San Francisco State may 
be hit by teacher strike 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Plagued by 
violence and a student strike since last 
fall, San Francisco State College now 
faces a strike by the militant teachers 
union when Christmas vacation ends 
Monday morning. 
Leaders of Local 1352 of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Teachers agreed to 
meet over the weekend with represen­ 
tatives of the state college system’s 
Board of Trustees, but warned if the 
talks fail a strike would “ effectively 
close down” the campus. 
The talks were in recess Friday after

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The nation­ 
wide oil strike spread to American Oil 
Company’s Salt Lake City refinery at 
6:30 a.m. Saturday. 
The refinery is the only American oil 
refinery west of the Rockies represent­ 
ed by the Denver-based Oil, Chemical 
and Atomic Workers International Union. 
Company officials said the union gave 
notice at 12:01 a.m. Saturday morning. 
Officials of American Oil and OCAW 
held 14 negotiating sessions in the Salt 
Lake refinery through Friday night with 
E.B. Roche of the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service 


the union charged the Trustees refused 
to negotiate their demands, including ed­ 
ucational reforms, a resolution of stu­ 
dent grievances, a stronger voice for the 
faculty in college administration and a 
written contract.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 91st Con- 
gress, confronted as the nation with 
youthful challenge and a desire for uni­ 
ty, gave Sen. Edward M 
Kennedy a 
place in its leadership and Adam Clay­ 
ton Powell a measure of forgiveness. 
In a day of dramatic Capitol Hill ac­ 
tion Friday, Senate Democrats picked 
the surviving Kennedy brother as their 
“ whip,” assistant party leader, over the 
incumbent Sen. Russell B. 
Long, of 
Louisiana. The House voted to return 
the seat it denied Adam Clayton Powell 
— subject to a stiff fine and loss of 
seniority. 
Powell, the controversial New York Ne­ 
gro preacher - politician banished from 
the House in 1967, took the oath of of­ 
fice after dark at the end of a hec­ 
tic floor fight on hii; bid to be seated 
for a 12th two-year congressional term. 
But under the conditions imposed by 
his colleagues, on a 251 to 160 vote, 
the Democratic lawmaker will be denied 
the benefits of the seniority system and 


his $2,500 monthly salary check will be 
docked in equal $1,150 installments un­ 
til December of 1970 - a total of $25,- 
000. 
For a man of Powell’s past high- 
stepping style the punishment might have 
seemed too humiliating. But he swal­ 
lowed it, and came forward at once to 
be sworn into office by speaker John 
Wm. McCormack, apparently reconciled 
to punishment after sitting out most of 
the past two years of the 90th Congress 
on a Caribbean island without pay and 
with very little attention. 
Still, some of the old Adam flashed at 
a news conference after the long day of 
debate and voting. He called the pun- 
isment “ racist” and said he wanted to 
talk to his lawyers before deciding to 
accept it without a fight. 
Powell’s exclusion last time was on a 
special committee’s finding that he had 
put his wife on the payroll when she did no 
work; that he had abused funds of the 
Education and Labor Committee of which 
he was chairman; and that he was con­ 


temptuous of the committee in its at­ 
tempt to investigate his affairs. 
In all, the committee alleged he mis­ 
used more than $40,000 of the taxpay­ 
ers’ money. 
“ Do you plan to behave any differ­ 
ent?” he was asked at a news confer­ 
ence after his seating. 
"That’s like asking me if I plan to 
stop beating my wife,” he replied. " I’ll 
behave the same as I always did.” 
Kennedy’s win, on a 31 to 26 vote in 
caucus prior to the official opening of the 
new Senate, was regarded by many a 
prelude to a bid for national leadership, 
perhaps as early as 1972, although the 
36-year «old Massachusetts lawmaker de­ 
nied it. 
But, together with the election of mod­ 
erate Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania 
over conservative Sen. Roman L. Hruska 
of Nebraska for the corresponding Re­ 
publican No. 2 leadership post, the Ken­ 
nedy victory heralded new power for the 
senate liberal faction. 
Scott won on a 23 to 20 vote.

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Five-year prisoner of Cong reveals story 


TRAVIS AFB, Calif. (U PI)- 
With the magic word “Go” an 
American Army 
major was 
whisked from five years captiv­ 
ity in the jungles of Vietnam 
to home and family. 
That’s how Special Forces 
Major James Rowe described 
his escape from Viet Cong to 
newsmen while stopping at this 
northern California air base 
Friday. The major was enroute 
to his family home in Texas. 
The 30-year-old officer had 
gone to Vietnam as a military 
advisor before large size Amer­ 
ican units were sent to the 
Southeast Asia war zone. He 
was captured Oct. 29, 1963, and 
made his escape eight days ago. 
Rowe said he was held cap­ 
tive in an area where U.S. 
troops seldom ventured. How­ 
ever, he made his escape while 
he and other prisoners were be­ 
ing moved by the communists 
because of an American offen­ 
sive action. 
The wiry major said he and 
a guard became separated from 
the main Viet Cong group. Then, 
he said, ‘The guard became 
unconscious” and he bolted into 
a swampy area filled with cat­ 
tails.

roof supported by poles but 
without 
walls. 
He 
said 
he 
learned some Vietnamese slang 
but never became friendly with 
any of the Viet Cong. 
His captors bragged that the 


Tet offensive had been a total 
success. They also told him of 
the assassinations of President 
John Kennedy and his brother 
Robert Kennedy. 


Rowe said he was ready to 
return to Vietnam “ because I 
feel I could do some good over 
there.” 
But first he said he planned 
to take a couple months off “ to 
sort things in his mind” about 
the future and spending his $50,- 
000 in back pay.

foliated park even on dark, 
moonless nights.

Sciences to issue a statement on 
whether disarranged chromo­ 
somes, the carriers of human 
heredity, affect criminal beha- 
vior.

aquitted a man on this ground 
and the issue has been raised 
here most notably in the case of 
convicted mass murderer Rich­ 
ard Speck. 
“ Sooner or later judges and 
prosecuting attorneys here will

New move to ban death penalty slated 


SACRAMENTO (UPI)-A new 
effort to ban the death penalty 
in California will be launched 
Monday by Assemblyman Alan 
Sieroty, D-Beverly Hills.

Asian Flu epidemic claimed 652 
lives across the nation last 
week. 
The center said the death toll 
in the month-long epidemic now 
totaled at least 1,608 persons.

The

hours, the aquarium said. 
Only the southern tier of 
states had escaped the outbreak 
of flu and flivrelated deaths 
since the epidemic began in

December, 
the NCDC 
reported. 
However, state health officials 
in Tennessee, Alabama,Georgia 
and 
South 
Carolina, 
whose 
reports take a day or two to be 
compiled by the NCDC, said— 
Friday flu had gripped large 
portions of their states. 
Tennessee appeared to be the 
hardest-hit state in the nation. 
Health officials there reported 
4,412 cases for the weekending 
Dec. 21, an increase of nearly 
3,500 cases in one week. 
Dr Cecil B„ Tucker, deputy 
com m issioner of the Tennessee 
Department of Public Health, 
estim ated 
the total number, 
including unreported cases of 
flu, at about 66,000. He said the 
epidemic showed no indication 
of peaking.

Music Goes Round and Round’’ 
and “ Mairzy Doats." 
Whenever I am tempted to 
criticize anyone—in public life 
or among my private acquain­ 
tances-!’11 
remember 
what 
Jesus said about God judgingus 
with exactly the same leniency 
and 
charity we use in our 
judgments of others. 
I will resist the sin of gluttony 
by rigorously enforcing a five 
minute 
interval between the 
time I clean my plate and the 
time I decide whether I really 
want a second helping. 


When 
Negroes 
say 
harsh 
things about white people and 
make 
extreme demands 
or 
threats, I will bear in mind that 
they have endured great provo­ 
cation for a long time. I will 
keep reminding myself that if I 
were black, I'd probably be 
pretty angry and obstreperous 
myself. 
I will keep a tight grip on my 
temper when someone in social 
conversation expresses what I 
regard as a stupid opinion— 
about Vietnam, religion, pro 
football or any other subject I 
take seriously. 1 will count to 
ten before replying to give 
myself time to remember that 
it is just barely possible he may 
be right and I may be wrong. 
I will order my halo now, just 
in case I succeed in keeping 
even half of these resolutions.

on urban areas of Southland 


A team of nine experienced 
Presbyterian mission workers 
stationed abroad have complet­ 
ed an intensive four-month stu­ 
dy of Southern California urban 
areas under the auspices of the 
Synod of Southern California. 
Nearly every facet of city life 
came under the scrutiny of the 
missionaries, 
who 
examined 
the plight of the Negroes in 
Watts, the Mexican-Americans 
in Los Angeles and San Diego, 
and the crises on college cam­ 
puses of the Southland. 
The study team came from 
six foreign countries — Colom­ 
bia, Brazil, Trinidad, Romania, 
Kenya, and South Africa — to 
provide church groups with an 
objective view of local prob­ 
lems as seen from abroad and 
to gain cause and effect infor­ 
mation to take back overseas 
with them. 
Coordinator of the group was 
the Rev. James W. Buyers, who 
serves as secretary of distri­ 
bution and public relations with 
the 
Evangelical Audio-Visual 
Center in Brazil. 
Others participating in the

By RICK DU BROW 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - The 
long - awaited noncommercial 
“fourth network’’ becomes a 
video 
reality 
Sunday 
when 
National Educational Television 
begins a coast-to-coast opera­ 
tion five nights a week. 
The happening is unquestiona­ 
bly historic even though most of 
the series are already well 
known to net viewers. For now 
the magic word is interconnec- 
tion-the system used by the 
commercial networksjn simple 
terms, 
it 
means 
that the 
programs that NET used to 
mail to its stations—for budge­ 
tary reasons—now will be seen 
simultaneously across the na­ 
tion, allowing for promotion 
with instant impact, and ena­ 
bling 
contents to be 
more 
topical. 
Network nights for NET will 
be Sunday through Thursday- 
two hours each evening in 
prime time “for a six-month 
trial period.” The hours set 
aside are 8 to 10 p.m. EST. And 
the regular programming will 
be 
supplemented by reruns, 
regional broadcasts and spe­ 
cials. 
According to NET, 130 of the 
network’s 
148 
“independent, 
affiliated public television sta­ 
tions” will be involved in the 
five-nights-a-week interconnec­ 
tion. A statement adds: “The 
service is made possible by 
grants from the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting and the 
Ford 
Foundation, 
and 
by 
reduced rates from the Ameri­ 
can Telephone 
4 Telegraph 
Co.” 
The Ford foundation has long 
been 
a 
major supporter of 
public television in terms of 
cash outlay, 
and has been 
faithful 
to the all-important 
concept of interconnection as a 
true base of real power for 
noncommercial video. 
American Telephone & Tele­ 
graph was pivotal because its 
tie-line charges formerly were 
far too costly for NET, which 
was why the network had to 
employ the dated, unsatisfying 
system of mailing its shows to 
stations. 
In 
1967, 
however, 
Congress passed a law allowing 
the sharply reduced AT&T rates 
for educational channels. The 
law also set up the Corporation 
for 
Public 
Broadcasting to 
assist in meeting the payments.

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By DICK WEST 
WASHINGTON (UPI)—Many 
people are wondering how well 
Richard Nixon, as a Republican 
president, will get along with 
the Democratic Congress. 
I believe that for a couple of 
years at least everything will be 
hunky if not downright dory. 
Bear in mind that the amount 
of influence a congressman 
wields depends primarily upon 
his own ability. His ability to 
get re-elected. 
A senator or representative 
may not be born great, or 
achieve greatness. But if he is 
re-elected for enough terms, he 
will eventually have greatness 
thrust upon him. 
Once acquired, greatness can 
be 
exercised 
in two ways: 
1. by promoting the passage of 
legislation the president oppo- 
ses, or 2. by preventing the 
passage 
of 
legislation 
the 
president has endorsed. 
Democrats who control the 
House and Senate have suddenly 
realized that after Jan. 20 they 
will no longer be able to thwart 
and frustrate Lyndon Johnson. 
They could, of course, thwart 
and 
frustrate 
Nixon. 
But 
thwarting and frustrating an 
opposition president is never as 
much 
fun as thwarting and 
frustrating apolitical ally. 
The leadership fights that 
preceded the opening of Con­ 
gress this year illustrate this 
point. It now appears likely that 
congressional Democrats will 
devote most of their energies to 
thwarting and frustrating each 
other. 
Republicans, 
on the other 
hand, 
are 
relatively united. 
Being the minority party, they 
realize they must work together 
in order to thwart and frustrate 
Nixon. 
But despite the handicap of 
having 
his 
own 
party 
in 
1 predict the bulk of Nixon’s 
legislative program 
will be 
enacted. Whatever it may be. 
As matters now stand, any 
program he offers is certain to 
create huge waves of dissent 
across the nation. Under such 
conditions, GOP unity in Con- 


gress will tend to break down. 
Meanwhile, it will be come 
difficult for Congress to pigeon­ 
hole his recommendations. 
A committee chairman can 
easily sidetrack a bill that has 
broad public support. But if 
protests against the measure 
begin to mount, there is strong 
pressure to bring it to a vote.

remains as divided as it is now, 
many of Nixon’s proposals will 
have a good chance of slipping 
through.

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Trouble Shadows Runaways

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
They congregate in G reen­ 
wich Village in this city, or 
on the periphery of the cam ­ 
pus at Berkeley, »or in the 
“ liberated” 
pads 
of what 
was once the staid Beacon 
Hill section of Boston. 
They are a g o n i z i n g l y 
young—13 to 17 years old for 
the most part. They are pen­ 
niless, they are ill-organized, 
they are cold and confused. 
They are runaways. 
They come into New York, 
police guess, at a rate that 
may be as high as 2,000 a 
month. 
Nobody 
knows for 
sure. Statistical evidence is 
only collected when one of 
them is arrested for a crim e, 
needs medical help or enters 
the morgue after a street ac­ 
cident. 
But if their num bers are 


not known, authorities say, 
their problems are. And run- 
a w a y s , alone in the city, 
have desperate problems. 
In the first place, police 
r e g a r d them as fugitives 
from the law: Although state 
and local regulations vary in 
the nation, it is a rule of 
thum b that anyone below the 
age of 18 is a juvenile and 
thereby 
obliged 
to 
attend 
school and rem ain under cus­ 
tody of legal guardians. 
This m eans police must a r­ 
rest runaways every day in 
the streets, haul them into 
confinement and often fin­ 
gerprint them on a perm a­ 
nent record. 


For habitual r u n a w a y s , 
punishment is even m ore se­ 
vere. The nation’s detention 
homes are stuffed with “ in­ 
corrigibles” who have been 
repeatedly 
picked 
up 
for 
panhandling, 
addiction 
or 
simple vagrancy. 


Such legalities, however, 
may be the least of a run­ 
aw ay’s troubles today. “Ju n ­ 
gle survival,” says one cop. 
“ is his biggest w orry.” 
As various juvenile author­ 
ities explain it: 
Usually, runaw ays come to 
the city with no money, no 
experience and 
no savvy. 
Even adults, with such defi­ 
ciencies, would be in quick­ 
sand. 


The money goes fast. Kids 
hock what 
valuables they 
have and 
afterw ard must 
turn to grubbing. Work is 
out. 
Most such applicants 
are too young and, anyway, 
em ployers have learned to 
spot and avoid runaways. 
So there are two legitim ate 
alternatives: beg or borrow. 
B e g g i n g is c o m m o n 
enough, but it is a crowded 
profession and mostly unre­ 
warding. Borrowing (which 
is to say, finding kindred 


spirits to share board and 
room) used to be possible in 
cities. But even k i n d r e d 
spirits today are avoiding 
communal living with run­ 
aways, the reason being it 


leaves them open to arrest 
as conspirators or accesso­ 
ries. 
His 
legal c h o i c e s ex­ 
hausted, the runaway who 
rem ains in the city (at least 
one of every three in New 
York) faces some h e a v y 
risks. 


Police believe there are an 
increasing num ber of thugs 
who prey on young vaga­ 
bonds—con men, drug m er­ 
chants and sex deviants to 
nam e three. 
The confidence men work 
several tricks. They offer to 
find a youth shelter—for a 
stiff stipend. They use him 
as a stooge in their rackets. 
Or they milk the kid’s fam-

ily by disclosing his location 
for a fee. 
The drug m erchants have 
an equally easy tim e with 
runaways. Law officers are 
especially bothered a b o u t 
the increase in the peddling 
of “ Speed,” a chemical con­ 
glom erate w h i c h alm ost 
every experienced a d d i c t 
avoids. 
The sex felon uses the lure 
of food and shelter. Being 
strangers and unaw are, kids 
tend to trust anyone with a 
friendly m anner. And by the 
time the runaway realizes 
the predicam ent, it’s often 
too late. 
In all cases, police em pha­ 
size, runaw ays are almost 
perfect targets for the city’s 
scurrilous 
underworld 
ele­ 
ment. 
Not only 
are 
they 
naive, but—since they, too, 
are law breakers—they can’t 
hope for police protection. 
Some of them turn to crim e 
to survive. Others lose them ­ 
selves in narcotics. Several 
have been known to end their 
lives. 
And in very few cases do 
any of them find w hatever it 
is they’re after.

International law lags at least 6,000 years behind national 
law in development. 
The attack by Israeli commandos on the airport at Beirut, 
Lebanon, an outrageous act of retaliation for a barbaric act 
of terrorism committed against an Israeli airliner in Ath­ 
ens, is but the latest proof that in the handling of the griev­ 
ances between nations, we are still in the primitive stage where 
it is every man for himself and the verdict of “ justice” is 
unto him who is strong enough to seize it. 
Israel has taken its eye — a dozen eyes — for an eye, and 
the result is that already high tensions in the Middle East are 
raised to a new pitch. The possibility of renewed war looms 
again, with the attendant danger that East and West could be 
thrown into a confrontation that might set off World War III. 
The United States and Russia, in the judgment of their 
governments, have vital interests to protect, or strategic ends 
to further, in this critical area of the world. But surely their 
larger interests dictate that no conflict between lesser nations 
be permitted to draw the two greatest nations in the world 
into a mutually suicidal war. 
And yet both have provided, and continue to provide, Arab 
and Israeli with the wherewithal that enables them to kill or 
threaten to kill one another on a large scale, to terrorize 
each other’s populations and destroy each other’s property and 
keep the world on the edge of panic. 
What can the Soviet Union hope to gain in the long run from 
its backing of the Arabs? 
If its goal is eventually to deny the West access to Arab oil, it 
must know that this is something the United States will take

the gravest countermeasures to prevent. This is equally true 
of any Soviet ambition to make itself a naval power in the 
Mediterranean or to create a new bloc of satellite-allies in the 
Middle East. 
Conversely, it is not in the long-run interest of the United 
States to attempt to achieve, anywhere in the world, a drastic 
shift in the existing balance of power that could cause Russia 
to feel menaced. 
Lacking international law, or the effective means to enforce 
it, the United Nations — which to all intents and purposes 
means the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. — ought in all good sense 
to declare a military quarantine of the whole festering Middle 
East. 


Let no one give or sell another weapon to either side in this 
area, where, despite the disparity in size between Israel 
and the Arab world, the strengths and weakness of both make 
the situation pretty much of a standoff — a standoff neither the 
United States nor Russia can change or has anything to gain 
from trying to change. 
Let Arab and Israeli go on killing one another if they wish, 
but let it also be made plain that each act of war or terror by 
either side, and each act of retaliation by either side, will be 
punished with appropriate economic penalities which both Amer­ 
ica and Russia have it in their power to inflict. 
Let aid be given when both sides tire of war and sincerely 
want to talk about peace. Until then, hands off, and a strict 
peace watch to ensure that the contagion does not spread beyond 
the infected area.

Election figures for some 60 chosen 
major U.S. cities and metropolitan areas 
suggest that the Democratic party should 
perhaps not take too much heart from 
the fact that its old, creaking coalition 
of urban voters worked once more and 
nearly brought Vice President Humphrey 
to victory levels.

Official fig­ 
ures for some of the areas still have not 
been tabulated and conceivably Hum­ 
phrey’s dropoff as measured against 
his predecessor nominees may be reduc­ 
ed a bit further. 
Third-party candidate George Wallace 
took 9.5 per cent of the vote in the checks 
ed areas, and the sim plest thing for 
the Democrats to argue is that this fac­ 
tor alone accounts for the damaging e f­ 
fects visible in 1968. But it is not quite 
that easy. 
Nor is it enough to say, as Congress­ 
ional Quarterly does, that the combin- 
ation of declining city populations and, 
in some cases, voter disaffection ac­ 
counts for a sharp drop in voter tun* 
outs in the biggest and most important, 
(electorally speaking) cities and urban 
counties as compared with 1960. 
The drop is, of course, very real.

Mayor Richard Daley’s 
Chicago, where the turnout slipped from 
1960 by 241,000 votes, and in such New 
Jersey centers —presumably under the 
watchful eye of pro-Humphrey Gov, Rich­ 
ard Hughes — as Hudson county (Jersey 
City), off 49,000, and Essex county 
(Newark), off 33,000. 
But the slippage also occurred instates, 
unlike Illinois ana New Jersey, which 
Humphrey won from Nixon. In New York 
City, for instance, the falk-off from 1960 
in voter turnout was roughly 480,000. 
In Wayne County (Detroit) it was 137,000. 
In one Pennsylvania center, Allegheny 
county (Pittsburgh), it was 40,000, and in 
another, Philadelphia, it was 70,000. 
The reporter looked at CQ’s figures 
has to throw in another large factor — 
the changing mix of the city populations 
as they decline in size and the suburbs 
gain. Any population expert willsubstai* 
tiate that the shift is tending to leave 
the cities largely populated by small 
numbers of the rich and huge numbers of 
the poor. Millions of the already affluent 
have long since gone to the suburbs, 
and they are being steadily joined by oth­ 
er millions whose incomes have risen to 
moderate or better levels and who seek 
escape from many conditions of city liv­ 
ing. 
Now, all aside from the matter of voter 
disaffections or simple disinterestinthe 
presidential candidates offered in 1968, 
the record of past elections demonstrates 
forcefully that the poor tend to be the 
worst vote perform ers in the county. 
Their numbers bulk very heavily in the 
40 per cent of vote-eligible Americans 
who did not go to the polls this year. 
What is happening to the Democrats, 
then, is not merely that many of their 


trustworthy voting elements are moving 
out of the cities but that those which re­ 
main are the hardest to get out on voting 
day. 
In some few places, Philadelphia being 
one, surprisingly good turnouts of the 
rising proportion of eligible black voters 
were managed by hard organizational ef- 
fort. The benefit to Humphrey in Phila­ 
delphia was undoubtedly crucial to his 
Pennsylvania victory — foreseen by few, 
if any, analysts. But mostly the black 
turnout in the northern cities was poor. 
The turnout of the white poor people 
is also 
characteristically 
weak. And 
these, too, have long tended to be poten­ 
tial Democratic voters. Adding to Hum­ 
phrey’s woes, of course, was the fact 
that where these people did turn out, 
many went for Wallace in protest against 
the intensified urban racial struggle. 
Formerly, the black and white poor who 
did get to the polls voted together as 
Democrats.

UNIT ED NATIONS, N.Y. (NEA)

In a world dominated by mighty nations 
with conflicting ideologies and economic 
system s, peace is never a certainty. Ne­ 
vertheless, international crystal ball ga­ 
zers forsee an East-West truce in 1969— 
a relaxation of tensions, if not peace. 
The Kremlin lead­ 
ers, it is increasing­ 
ly clear, would like 
to have 
a summit 
meeting with Richard 
Nixon soon after he

the

House Jan. 20. Pla­ 
gued by mounting do­ 
mestic and interna­ 
tional problems, they 
are again interested 
in detente — for the 
present at least. It is in their interest 
to revive the illusion of peaceful coexis­ 
tence while they mend their fences at 
home and abroad. 
The Russians, like Americans, would 
like to see an end to the conflict in Viet­ 
nam. They now fear that only their Red 
Chinese enemies will benefit from the 
war in a part of the world that is com­ 
pletely dominated by Peking. 
Moscow also finds it increasingly bur­ 
densome to lavish R ussia’s limited re­ 
sources on erratic and ungrateful allies 
like Egypt’s President Nasser and Cuba’s 
Fidel Castro. 
However, there is another compelling 
reason why the Kremlin’s uneasy rulers 
are suddenly eager to meet with the new 
President of the United States. They ob­ 
viously hope to recapture at a summit 
conference some of the prestige they 
lost after the Red army’s invasion of 
Czechoslovakia.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
With the success of the moon orbit 
under their belts, U.S. space scientists 
have begun to worry about some unsolved 
problems of the moon landing —now only 
a short half year away.

flight. The greatest 
of these, the one that

and Space Adminis­ 
tration scientists the 
most, is the guiding

“bus” ) down from the space ship to the 
moon. 
The problem is this. There is very 
little gravity on the moon and little or 
no electromagnetic field. 
The precise guiding of vehicles is ex­ 
ceedingly difficult without gravity, a mag­ 
netic field or centrifugal force to act 
as a stabilizing influence. 


The danger is that an astronaut will 
give a little too long or too short a 
burst on one of the guidance rockets 
during the maneuvering from ship to 
moon, 
then 
not 
compensate quickly 
enough. 
Or there might be a slight irregular­ 
ity in the rocket fuel itself, or in some 
mechanical part of the fuel or guidance 
system. 


In flights around the earth or in 
landing, gravity or the atmosphere help 
in stabilizing the vehicle. In long space 
flights the speed and the distances make 
maneuvering less difficult relatively. 
But in the moon landing, a very small 
error or irregularity could shift the 
“ attitude” or angle of the landing mod­ 
ule enough to damage the ship or in­ 
jure the astronauts at the landing. 


A shift in the angle or attitude and a 
slight overcompensation to correct that 
shift might set the landing module to 
tumbling in the moon’s “ sky” and cause 
the “bus” to land upside down or at 
too great a speed. So much for the land­ 
ing. 
The two astronauts who visit the moon 
face the same problems in getting their 
“ bus” back to its rendezvous with the 
space ship. They and their module might 
hop up and, like a grasshopper, thump 
back down. 


If things should go wrong, the two 
astronauts who land on the moon would 
likely then be prisoners of that earth 
satellite, for there is no known way to 
rescue a man from its surface, if he 
doesn’t carry his own transportation. 
Considering the tremendous strides 
made to date in the space program, 
NASA scientists are betting these lunar 
excursion module problems will besolv. 
ed before the planned moon launch this 
summer. If the bugs aren’t eliminated, 
the launch will be postponed. 


Communist 
party 
boss 
Leonid 
Breshnev and Premier Aleksei Kosygin 
would like to erase the memory of 
their brutal assault on the “ fraternal” 
Communist nation. But the heroic pas­ 
sive resistance of the Czechoslovak peo­ 
ple keeps Moscow’s infamy alive. 
Even the World Federation of Trade 
Unions, which was once an obedient tool 
of Soviet propaganda, is now in conflict 
with Moscow. Leaders of the WFTUhave 
made it clear to Aleksandr Shelepin, the 
Kremlin’s labor boss and international 
trouble shooter, that they could not en­ 
gage in any meaningful action with Soviet 
trade unions as long as Russian troops 
remained on Czechoslovakia’s soil. 
Equally significant is the fact that the 
Communist parties of Italy, France and 
other European countries are still re­ 
sisting the convocation by Moscow of an 
international Communist conference. 
The conference was to have been held 
last November, but most of the world’s 
leading Reds refused to go to Moscow 
after the rape of Czechoslovakia. 
Now the Russians, after prolonged bar­ 
gaining and elbow-twisting, have re­ 
scheduled the conference for next May. 
They may have to postpone it again if 
they fail to convince the Italians and 
French that Moscow has turned a new 


leaf in “ fraternal Communist relations.” 
No doubt the Russians can always as­ 
semble in Moscow-»a “ conference” of 
miniscule or client organizations, like 
the Communist Party of the United States. 
These would sign blindfolded any declare 
tion written in the Kremlin against Mos­ 
cow’s main ideological enemies, Red 
China’s “ dogmatists” or Yugoslavia’s 
President Tito. But such a “ world con­ 
ference” would indeed be a pyrrhic vic­ 
tory for the Russians. 
Thus, the Soviet leaders’ most press­ 
ing task in the coming months is to re­ 
store some semblance of unity in the 
Red world. 
They must also put their own house in 
order since they are well aware that 
should the demand for greater freedom 
in Czechoslovakia and elsewhere in East 
Europe find an echo in Russia itself, the 
supremacy of the Communist party would 
be threatened. 
The Russians need a breathing spell 
while they seek solutions to the urgent 
problems that rock international commu­ 
nism. It is now in their interest to re­ 
sume discussions with the West, espe- 
cially with the United States. 
This means that in 1969 Moscow will 
pursue a more cautious policy in Europe 
and the Middle East.
